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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Jo does not explicitly 
disclose microspheres which have either high or low pore desities. However, it is noted that Jo teaches how to control the pores density 
in a microsphere as having low and high porous mechanisms of production (methods of microsphere preparation page 2) for improving 
sustained delivery of therapeutic agents. Applicant also argues that there is no suggestion to combine Kaminski, Ajay, Atcher, or Jo to 
provide the claimed particle, it is noted that Kaminski and chamberlain, and Atcher have the same field of endeavor, the references treat 
cancers (tumors). Ajay is concerned with treating meningeoma which is not cancerous, however it is still in the same field of treating 
tumors. Accordingly, it is clear that a skilled man in the art would have been motivated to navigate through the pertinent arts to modify 
Chamberlain's or gray's compositions. 
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
